attitude of the Chinese National Government. 

“ Our peace proposals,” he said, “aim at improvement 
in rélations between Japan and China, and preven- 


tion of Incidents such 
“Therefore the basic princl- 
ples embodied within them can- 
not be changed after the peace 
terms were first formulated.” 
Mr. Hirota said‘ that the 
National Government had been 
given time to reflect on its at- 
titute, in the hope of achieving 
reul co-operation between the 
two nations, 


NEW REGIME 

“This hope has now unfortun- 
ately gone, and the Japanese 
Government has no alternative 
but to await. creation of a new 
regime in China and to give the 
regenerated China its full assis- 
tance.” 

Japan could not now negot- 
iate with the Central Govern- 
ment for readjustment of re- 
lations. 

Asked if Japan would negoti- 
new 
regime, Mr. Hirota replied. in 
the affirmative, and revealed 
that Baron von Neurath, when 
German Foreign Minister, was 
personally responsible for  at- 
tempting to bring: China andj 
Japan together to discuss term- 
ination of the hostilities. 


NOT INTERVENTION 

His proffer of mediation could 
not be regarded as ‘“interven- 
tion by a third purty,” since he 
merely offered hia good offices 
to bring the combatants to- 
gether. : 

“Japan has never changed 
her insistence on direct negotia- 
tions with China, since it does 
not mean direct contact between 
the governments, and mediation 
by a third party needed natural- 
ly cannot be described as in- 
tervention.”—Reuter.

This is- clearly due to the neg- 
lect of principles and ultimate 
values by those who come most 
closely into touch with the manual 
workers, Trade Union officials 
are not as a rule imaginative 
men. They have won their posl- 
tions ‘by strict attention to busin- 
ess. They are neither inclined, 
nor as a rule fitted, to denl with 
the larger issues, with the aspects 
of our Movement that are. con- 
cerned with the Spirit of Man. 

All the more need, therefore, 
that the leader who have'not ‘come 
up on the Trade Union side should 
dwell on those aspects, .

“] will have nothing for myself 
of which others cannot have tho 
counterpart on tho same terms.”

M. Bonnet, who came to his post 
from the Embassy in Washington, 
is the typical orthodox capitalist 
financier, whom bankers ‘trust, 
Ho was for working with London 
and Now York by the usual cx- 
change fund technique.

Givon this political system and 
this class structure, I think the 
experiment of a People’s Front 
had to be tried, and should not bo 
ligntly discarded. . 

lt meuns of course, that tha 
main objective of getting Soclal- 
{sm and transferring power from 
owners to workers recedes for a 
time. But could it bo won moro 
quickly by solitary opposition? 

One must bo content with ree 
formist successes, which, in this 
cause, were well worth winning. 

‘the plan, if it works well, 
should win over this intermodiate 
fmatl middje-class to a habit of 
collaboration with the workers, 
insensibly its outlook niay chungo 
and in the decisive hour it may 
range itself on their side. 

Personally, I do not hopo for 
this on the grand scale.
